Sends Telegrams to Herman Ridder 
and Norman E. Mack.

DAYTON, Ohio, Oct. 24.—It came out 


here to-night that an emissary supposedly 
from Herman Ridder, Treasurer of the 
Democratic National Committee, and 
friend of Grover Cleveland, is in Dayton

growing out of the sale to THe NEW 
York Times of the article purporting to 
have been written by Grover Cleveland. 
The fact was accidentally disclosed by a 
telegram falling into the hands of two 
Dayton men. Here is the telegram: 
Dayton, Ohio, Oct. 23. 
Herman Ridder, 182 William Street, New 
York. 

Conferring with Brandenburg and attor- 

neys now. Will advise you later. 
FRANCIS ARISTON LEWIS. 


The fact that this telegram was filed in 
the Western Union is attested in affi- 
davits madé by Prof. A. B. Schauck, 
head of a large private school, and C. C. 
Whitney, Secretary of the Board of Home 
Missions of the United Brethren Church. 
They swear they saw the telegram and 
that it was marked “ Sent.”’ 

Mr. Lewis was found registered at the 
Phillips House, in which Mr. Branden- 
burg is living. In the presence of a num- 
ber of persons he admitted to The As- 
sociated Press correspondent that he 
came from Mr. Ridder, saying: 

“IT am on a confidential mission, and 
Mr. Ridder sent me here. I may make 
a statement when I am authorized to do 
so or when I am entirely released from 
my Official obligations.’'

Both Parties Give the State to Taft— 
Close on Hughes. 


By far the most puzzling element in 
attempting to estimate the results of the 
coming élection in this State is presented 
by New York City. While in the rural 
sections of the State the leaders are able 
to figure on the basis of the results in 
other years, the chieftains of both the 
leading parties in this city frankly admit 
that they are at sea and have to go by 
guess work to a great extent. This uncer- 
tainty extends to all the four counties 
that compose the metropolitan district, 
arid has reference in particular to the fate 
of the State ticket. 

‘Both Mr. Taft and Gov. Hughes will 
carry this State,"’ said Republican State 
Chairman Timothy L. Woodruff yester- 
day. ‘I am not in the habit of giving 
out figures or detailed estimates, but our 
reports from up-State indicate beyond a 
doubt that the Presidential nominee and 
the candidates on the State ticket will 
come down to the Bronx with pluralities 
large enough to overcome any pluralities 
that in the view of existing conditions 
the Democrats can roll up in the city for 
their candidates in Nation and State.”’ 

Democratic State Chairman William J. 
Conners, while claiming the success of 
Mr. Bryan by a large plurality and the 
election of Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler as | 
Governor by a larger plurality still, said 
yesterday that he was not as yet ready 
to give out his figures. The Democratic 
Siate Committee is making a poll of the 
State, but so far reports from only about 
one-half of the up-State counties have 
been received. 

The figures presented by THE New 
Yorx« Times elsewhere give the piuralities 
claimed by both parties for Mr. Taft and 
Mr. Bryan as well as for the Guberna- 
torial nominees of the two leading par- 
ties.

SHAKE-UP ORDERED 
IN COAST ARTILLERY 


New Commanding Officers As- 
signed to the Forts in and 
About This City. 


RECENT TRIALS BLAMED 


Army Men Think Frequency of Com- 
plaints Against Officers Here May 
Have Brought About the Changes. 


The most extensive transfer of artillery 
officers in the history of the United 
States Army is now taking place, and 
already orcers have been issued that will 
send new commanding officers to all the 
forts in and near New York, except two 
and many of the big fortifications in the 
Artillery District of Boston. As a result 
of the order just issued two young Majors 
get two of the most important assign- 
ments at the disposal of the Chief of Ar- 
tillery—Forts Hamilton and Wadsworth— 
the twin forts guarding the Atlantic ap- 
proach to this city. 

Major Hermann C. Schumm gos to Fort 
Hamilton to succeed Lieut. Col. Henry H. 
Ludlow, who is transferred to the Cape 
Fear District in North Carolina, and 
Major William G. Haan takes the place 
of Lieut. Col. Samuel EB. Allen at Fort 
Wadsworth. Col. Garland N. Whistler, for 
Many years in command at Fort Totten, 
will be succeeded by Col, Albert Todd, and 
Col. Adam Slaker takes the command of 
Fort H. G. Wright, Col, Whistler, who ts 
one of the best-known officers itn the 
army and an expert on explcsives, goes 
to Fort Worden, Wastington, where he 
takes command of the Artillery District 
of Puget Sound, one of the four most im- 
portant commands in the United States. 

That this transfer of officers of high 


rank in the Coast Artillery Corps was 


limminent has long been rumored in the 
j army.

officers as Major Schumm and 
Major Haan to command the great forti- 
fications guarding New York might pos- 
sibly be taken as an indication that 
younger officers were desired to command 
the artillery arm of the service. 

Forts Hamilton and Wadsworth have 
figured prominently in the newspapers 
lately, particularly during the court-mar- 
tials of Capt. Gwynne Hancock and First 
Lieut. William G. Ballard, Jr. Both these 
officers were charged with drinking to 
excess. Hancock, who is a member of a 
noted army family, declared that the de- 
lirium tremens from which he suffered 
was due to ani intoxicant he used to 
counteract a dog bite. The court did not 
accept this excuse, and the officer was 
reduced over thirty files in the Ust of 
coast artillery officers. 

A week after the Hancock court-martial 
came the Ballard trial, which resulted in 
sensational testimony before the court- 
martial. Army officers declared that Bal- 
lard had been in the habit of consuming 
more than a quart of whisky a day for 
months at a time. The verdict in the 
‘Ballard case is still under consideration. 

One week from to-morrow another 
young coast artilleryman, Lieut. Edward 
Gottlieb, will be put on trial in the ball- 
room of the Officers’ Club on Governors 
Island. The order naming the court that 
is to try Lieut. Gottlieb will be published 
to-morrow, and it will name Col. Walter 
Howe as the President and Capt. William 
T. Johnson of the Fifteenth Cavalry as 
the Judge Advocate in charge of the 
prosecution. Gottlieb is charged with 
many violations of the regulations. 

Of the new commanding officers who 
are coming to this part of the country, al! 
are West Pointers, and, with the excep- 
tion of Major Haan, all are graduates of 
the Artillery School at Fort Monroe, Va. 
Major Haan ‘s 45 years old, and Col. Al- 
len, whom he succeeds, is five years his 
senior, Major Schumm is 44, and Col. 
Ludlow is just ten years older. At Fort 
H. G. Wright Col. Charles H. Parkhurst, 
the present commander, is about to go on 
leave, and at its expiration he will be put 
on the retired list. Col. Albert Todd, his 
Successor was made a Colonel last week. 
Col. Allen’s new command is that of Fort 
Warren, Mass., and Col. Ludlow will di- 
rect the Cape Fear district from Fort Cas- 
well, N. C. 

It was said yesterday that these trans- 
fers might be followed by others, which 
would probably be announced within the 
next few weeks. It will be seen that the 
only forts in or near New York not men- 
tioned in the order are Hancock and 
Schuyler. Col. Harris, though com- 
mander at Fort Hancock, is also in com- 
mand of the Artillery District of New 
York. 

The new commanders named in the 
order will report for duty at the posts 
named about the same time that Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood assumes command 
of the Department of the East. Gen. 
Grant, the present commander, is going 
to Chicago to command the Department 
of the Lakes. Gen. Grant, accompanied 
by Colonels Heistand and Anderson, left 
for Detroit yesterday, where they will 
serve on the court-martial that is to try 
Col. Cornman of the Sixth Infantry. Gen.

BRITISH | VESSEL IS SEIZED. 


Venezuela Takes the Lady Kensington 
and Imprisons Her Crew. 


ST. VINCENT, B. W. L, Oct. 24.—Word 
has been received here of the seizure sev- 
eral weeks ago by the Venezuelan author- 
ities of a British trading vessel at Marga- 
rita, an island In the Caribbean Sea, be- 
longing to Venezuela, and the imprison- 
ment of the crew. 

The St. Vincent schooner Lady Ken- 
sington, carrying live stock and vegetables 
for Trinidad, after sighting the Dragon's 
Mouth, was becalmed. The schooner was 
carried far out of her course, and while 
drifting off Margarita was seized by Ven- 
ezuelan officers. This occurred on Aug. 
23, and the crew and passengers have been 
detained as prisoners ever since. 

The owner of the vessel has just re- 
ceived, through the Trinidad agent, a 
letter from the Captain of the Lady Ken- 
sington, dated Sept. 25, in which he says: 


“We are still imprisoned. Our own pro- 
visions have been exhausted, and the Gov- 
ernment says that it has no food to give 
as,°” 

The Governor of Trinidad has commu- 
nicated with Sir Vincent Corbett, the 
British Minister at Caracas, inquiring as 
to the circumstances of the case and urg- 
ing an official investigation. As yet no 
reply has been received from the Minister. 
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SELLS HIS BLOOD FOR $10. 


Volunteer Gets That Sum for Fifteen 
Ounces, Transfused to Save Boy’s Life. 

In an effort to arrest the progress of a 
cancerous growth on the leg of John 
Dennison, a. fifteen-year-old boy, who 
lives at 88 Tenth Avenue, Bellevue Hos- 
pital surgeons yesterday took fifteen 


ounces of blood from the veins of a 
healthy man, who volunteered his serv- 
ices for $10, and transferred the blood 
into the boy’s veins. It was the second 
operation of this nature performed on the 
lad since he has been In Bellevue, and the 
surgeons think their efforts will prove 
successful. 

Two weeks ago Prof. John A. Hart- 
wood, the visiting surgeon in Ward 13 
of the hospital, conferred with Drs. John- 
son and Zehnder of the surgical staff 
and decided upon transfusion of blood 
as a means of saving the boy’s life. The 
case was one known as “sarcoma,” a 
cancerous tumor of the bone. 

The boy’s parents were told by the sur- 
geons that his life might depend upon 
this operation. The father is poor, but 
finally found a man at Mills Hotel 8, who 
volunteered for the heroic service. The 
result was so promising that the surgeons 
yesterday determined upon another trial. 

Volunteers were called for, and several 
men presented themselves at Bellevue 
and expressed their willingness to ‘part 
with fifteen ounces of blood. The largest 
and strongest man in the lot was selected. 
He said he was Mark Owen, but refused 
to tell any more about himself. 

The only anesthetic used in the oper- 
ation was an Injection of cocaine near the 
incision in each of the participant's arms. 
When the operation was over the boy’s 
temperature showed a marked improve- 
ment. The man was weak, but soon after- 
werd left the hospital richer by §10.

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BAD MANAGEMENT 
AT THE AUTO RACE 


Little or No Attempt Made to 
Control Crowds Along 
the Course. 


SPECTATORS . NEGLECTED

The management of.the course at the 


auto race yesterday reflected anything but, 


credit upon -those. having the gonitest din 
chargé, ‘Theré was'no systém whatever, 
and seemingly no attempt’ at“#ystem, tn 
getting the.spectators. “the Parkway, 
especially . those,-whe Came ih: automo- 
biles. There Was little attempt to con- 
trol the crowd after it- got’ there. 

All of Friday night there was a steady 
stream of automobiles making their way 
to the neighborhood of the circujt. These. 


motorists knew well where Mineola, Gar- |’ 


den City, and Hempstead lay, and how 
to get there. .far they needed no .as- 
sistance. But beyond these points there 
Was not one man in a hundred ‘who knew 
exactly where the Course ‘lay, or how 
best to get to the grand stand or the 
parking spaces set aside for them. ‘The 
result was great congestion around Gar- 
den City, extending from Hempstead all 
the way over to the Jericho Turnpike, 
while many who sought to enter the 
Parkway from the eastern end of the cir- 
cuit were lost in the maze of roads circu- 
lating from. Hicksville, These unfortu- 
nates followed one cross road after an- 
other within the course, only to find 
Cabmecl yes, Blocked by the wire fence that 
surrounds the’Parkway, with no way to 
get to the entrance lodges except by 
running,,across the broken fields along 
the wiré fencé,’\ - ; ; 
¥ The’ way that was provided for reaching 
ipe grand was by the Parkway en- 
nce at Hempstead. o one seemed to 
know exactly how to find ghis entrance. 
or even where jt was. ere were no 
signs. to indicate it-and no lights te point 
the road, -The Bethpage Turnpike, along 
which the grand stand crowd had been 
directed to proceed, was some distance 
from the course, and there was no way to 
tell when the cars had reached a point 
Opposite the grand stand, so that they 
uld turn off the road and head for the 
tands. The motorists simply had to 
prone along in the dark and chance. find- 
pa the stands. The much-heralded beacon 
lights were not in evidence. 

‘Hundreds lost their way, and when they 
were finally directed properly it was too 
late to enter the Parkway. by the lodge 
entrances, and the cars had «to. be parked 
on the outside of the fence, where their 
view was poor and interrupted by the 
shifting. crowds on foot. 

Those who hired special parking spaces 
alongside the grandstands suffered most. 
These, men paid $50 each to have an ad- 
vVantageous place near the track, with an 
unobstructed view of the race. When 
they reach the course they found. they 
Were required to pay a dollar extra to 
enter the space reserved for them. This 
paid, another 50-cent charge was made 
on some other pretext. Finally when they 
reached the places which they had paid 
to. have reserved for them, they found in 
many instances other cars already there 
and were required to seek another point. 

All this might have been overlooked if 
when finally parked the occupants of the 
cars had been able to see anything of the 
race. Instead they found the parkway 
itself.overrun by a great throng that had 
climbed the fences. This crowd was 
banked solidly beside the wire netting, 
shutting off all view of the track. When 
the. so-called military» guard finally ar- 
riyed, it. was utterly unable.to cope with 
the mob. The crowd jeered and jostled 
ame pence ana ended by doing just as it 
lik 


There were more than fifty cars parked 
in this way at an expénse of over $2,500. 
The parties in the cars could see nothing. 
Even by standing on the’tops of the cars 
at the risk of injuring them, the occu- 
pants could see little. Some tried to. go 
into the grand stand inclosure and buy 
— but they could find no tickets on 
Sale. 

In. addition to all this, persons situated 
in this way were unable to see the score 
‘board. These were on top of the grand 
stand and press stand and were set paral- 
lel to the track, offering an oblique view 
to the parking stands. No attempt was 
made to acquaint those in the parking 
places with the results by megaphoned 
announcements. These announcements 
were confined strictly to the grand 
stands. Those autoists who paid $5 to 
stand outside the fence, wherever they 
chanced to get a place, were infinitely 
better off than those who paid $50 to get 
within the grand stand inclosure,

LOCOMOBILE’S HOME TOWN. 


Bridgeport Celebrates Robertson’s 
Vanderbilt Cup Victory. 


Special to’The New York Times. 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Oct. 24.—There 
was general rejoicing in this city when 
the news came over the wires that Rob- 
ertson captured the Vanderbilt Cup in a 
Locomobile. The factory whistle at the 
big Locomobile works near Sea Side Park 


started the noise, which was joined in by 
all the other factories’ whistles in the 
city and by all the steamboats and steam 
craft in the harbor. 

The fever of excitement and rejoicing 
spread through the city Uke wildfire over 
the fact that a Bridgeport car was the 
first American machine to capture the 
greatest automobile prize in America, 
Later in the afternoon, when an excur- 
sion party, of 1,000 arrived home from the 
races, thefe was a short street procession 
of the Locomobile enthusiasts who wit- 
nessed the contest.

FEW MISHAPS ON’ CURVES 


Parkway fs Scene of Most Serious Dit- 
ficultles—Three Cars:Catch Fire— 
Only ‘One Leaves the Road.

There were six points on the Vanderbilt 
course that were ‘regarded by those 
familiar with it as extra-hazardous. These 
attracted big crowds of motorists and 
others eager to see how the drivers would 


returned from their wedding trip to} negotiate them. Most talked of was the 


turn of a. former race, The turn was 
of reproduction. of the famous hairpin 
turn of another. race. The turn, was 


} formed by the junction of the crossroad 


from the Parkway to the Jericho Turnpike 
and the) pike.- The crossroad ran. north- 
east afid’ joined ‘thé pike, running west, 
forming an acute angle, for alf the world 
like the» peint of a flatiron.. The turn 
was so bad that it was impossible to 
round it at a> higher rate of speed than 
ten. miles an hour, and every driver 
slowed up for it, so that it was neither 
difficult nor dangerous. No accident was | 
recorded there. 

To thé south of this point on’ the cross- 
road were two sharp curves on the sin- 
uous, narrow path leading from Bethpage 
to Woodbury. These were at Plainview 


and at Colyer’s Corner. Both had claimed 
victims in the Motor Parkway races two | 
weeks ago, and most of the drivers fought 
shy of them. In his wild,ride to make 
victory sure on the last round, Robertson 
took the Plainview curve too fast in the 
final round and nearly paid a heavy pen- 
alty. He ran off the road and into the 
ditch, but, fortunately, did not overturn 
and was able to get his car back on the 
road in two minutes and save his laurels. 
It was a narrow escape, however. 

On the Jericho Pike there were three 
danger: points, at Locust Grove, Jericho, 
and Old Westbury. At Locust Grove 
Keene's car caught fire, and later Stick- 
er’s machine met a similar fate. The ac- 
cidents furnished plenty. of excitement for 
the crowds there. Fortunately, both cars 
escaped destruction, but each was put 
out of the running by the accidents. The 
Matheson broke down near Jericho as a 
result of too quick gear shifting in taking 
the bend before the Jericho turn was 
reached,

because | 


most Cangerous on the course, 
the turn was abrupt and narrow. Its 
inner face was paved with cobblestones 
that had to be avoided for fear of strip- 
ping a tire. Its outer edge was formed by 
a crown that was so narrow that it af- 
forded little protection. Over the crown 
was soft sand that caused such wild skid- 
ding that a car in unskilled hands was 
apt to overturn or run into ditch or fence 
on either side. 

The turn was fairly well policed, and by | 
the aid of ropes the crowd was kept well 
back. It was surprising, however, to note | 
the number of spectators—men, women, and |} 
children—who took chances ahd stood on 
the outside of the turn, where any car not 
being able to hold the corner would crash 
through the flimsy board fence. One spe- 
cial policeman was in favor of requesting 
these spectators to change. their places, 
but the others seemed to-agree that. en- 
thusiasts who would so place themselves 
pig I entitled to gamble on their chances 
of e. 

In their first round of. the Jericho turn 
every car skidded; badly, and several 
threatened to upset, but ‘nene did, to the | 
bitter disappointment of some who had | 
come miles to see an accident. The Acme, 
No. 11, driven by Patschke, furnished the | 
one sensation of the morning at the; 
Jericho bend, Not making his turn quick | 
enough, both front and rear wheels skidded 
until showers of mud and dirt were 
thrown into the faces of the onlookers. 
A mad scramble followed, in which many 
tripped and fell and were walked on by 
others. The Acme missed the fence by 
three inches, and continued on its wild 
flight down toward the grand stand. 

Foxhall Keene, in his blg Mercedes, No. 
18, was loudly cheered when he finally 
made his appearance, as was Lewis {| 
Strang when he, too, shot his car around | 
the Jericho turn many minutes after he 
was expected, 

The way different drivers took the turn 
at Jericho is well worth noting. Strang 
probably got his Renault around at the 
greatest speed, but it appears to be sim- 
ply dare-devil driving, regardless of what 
might happen to car or occupants. Both 
the Locomobiles Were handled with good 
judgment at this turn, Salzman rounded 
the sharp corner in his Thomas No. 12, in a 
most creditable manner. Once the emer- 
gency brake seemed to catch, and his car 
almost came to a halt. Robertson, the 
winner, had his turn all made before he 
came to the corner, then it was a simple 
matter to skid down to the corner itself 
and open up for the straightaway. Lytle’s 
Isotta seemed to go around with remark- 
ably little skidding, while Knox No, 20, 
Matheson No. 15, and Mercedes No, 8 ap- 
peared to tear off the entire top dressing | 
of earth every time they made the turn. | 

All shut off both spark and throttle as | 
they sailed under the warning flag, and 
the missings and back-fire, as a spark | 
geared for five miles tried to keep up to 
a car running at fifty miles, sounded ike | 
f@ cannon bombardment, 

The Westbury turn was an abrupt 
right ankle, lined with tall trees. Hun- 
dreds of cars were parked in the fields on 
either side, and a great crowd was gath- 
ered there all through the race. The road | 
was mushy from the heavy rainfall, and 
skidding was constant. 

Patchske, driving the Acme, turned the 
corner at a fast pace on his first lap, just 
grazing the fence when he skidded, and 
barely missed the crowd on the roadside. 
Fortunately the car righted itself and 
went on. Many repeated the performance 
before the race ended, but none so nar- 
rowly escaped upsets, 

The mishaps to the cars mostly oc- 
curred in the Parkway Itself. The three 
miles from the Hempstead Lodge to the 
grand stand was-peculiarly exempt. Cen- 
tral Park seemed to centre most of the 
trouble, where the high bridge over the 
railroad followed by an abrupt S$ curve 
proved very dangerous. The cars were 
unable to hold the road on the descent 
from every bridge, and it was very diffi- 
cult to recover control of the machine be- 
fore taking the Central Park §. Four 
cars were disabled there, while the trou- 
bles of two more at Bethpage might have 
been fairly charged in pert to Central 
Park dangers. 

With hundreds of guards in soldier uni- 
form, it did seem a pity that the cars that} 
were so closely bunched for third, fourth, 
and fifth place were not: given a free| 
track and allowed to fight it out for su-| 
premacy—especially as each one of these | 
cars cost its individual 
thousands of dollars, and the entire coun- 
try wanted to know their relative speed 
qualities. It was not to be, however, as 
before the Robertson cheering had died |

At the Clermont Avenue Rink, in 
Brooklyn, where he spoke first, the speech 
being the same as the one he afterward 
delivered in Carnegie Hall, Mr. Hearst 
found a crowd that packed the rink to 
the doors waiting to hear him read his 
newest crop of Standard Oil letters. Mr. 
Hearst came in as soon as Thomas L. 
Hisgen, the Presidential candidate, fin- 
ished talking, and the cheering that greet- 
ed his arrival lasted several minvftes. 

Mr. Hearst lost little time in getting to 
the letter part of his speech, prefacing his 
remarks with the statement that for 
twenty years the Standard Oil had been 
exerting its influence in National -elec- 
tions, mentioning in that connection the 
campaigns of Grover Cleveland, and said 
that qmong Mr. Cleveland’s supporters 
were the late William C. Whitney, Calvin 
S. Brice, and others who he said were 


interested in Standard Oll. The mention 
of these names caused some one in the 
rear part of the hall to shout: 


“Leave the dead out. Stick to the 
iiving! ** 

The tumult that followed this statement 
lasted several minutes and from all parts 
of the hall came cries of “Put him 
out!” and ‘‘ He has no business here! ”’ 

Mr. Hearst, however, remained cool 
and finally got the crowd to quiet down, 
but the interrupter was not ejected. 

Prior to Mr. Hearst's speech the crowd 
was addressed by Mr. Hisgen and John}

BEES RECOVER STOLEN HONEY

A neighbor's bees, scenting the honey 
from afar, a swarm from the nearest hive 
was soon hovering around, and when Mr. 
Friedman returned to.gather the bulk of 
his twenty pounds store, he found his 
neighbor’s bees fairly staggering under 
the weight of their stolen sweet, winging 
their way with difficulty to their domicile. 
There was hardly a drop of that twenty 
pounds of honey left 

The commuter's -bees 
learned of the theft, and 
the whole swarm steered 
neighboring hive. 
the thieves belng off their guard, the in- 
jured bees entered the neighbor's hive and 
were soon at work recovering the stolen 
honey. On their first venture they ob- 
tained more than half, and if the neigh- 
bor’s swarm does not overwhelm the com- } 
muter’s bees, Mr. Friedman confidently 
expects the complete restoration of his 
stolen honey.

Greek Expires on Liner Just After

Plans to Go from Mombasa to 
Victoria Nyanza and to 
Shoot in Uganda. 


‘THEN NORTHWARD TO CAIRO 


Only Kermit Roosevelt and Two Gov- 
ernment Naturalists Wiil Go 
from America with Him. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 24.—While Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's plans for his African 
hunting trip have not been completed, 
and will not be fully determined upon 
for several. months, some general idea 
of his expedition was gained to-day from 
Bishop Joseph C. Hartsell, for twelve 
years in charge of the Methodist Church 
in Africa, who spent some time with the 
President and talked over this subject, 
im addition to discussing the work of the 
missionaries in Africa. 

The general route to be taken by the 
President when he reaches Africa wiil 
be from Alexandria by steamer, prob- 
ably of the German Hast African Line, 
through the Suez Canal, across the Red 
Sea, and down the east coast to the port 
of Mombasa, the capital of British East 
Africa. There the outfit of the expedi- 
tion which has been purchased in Lon- 
don will be assembled and shipped by 
rail to Lake Victoria Nyanza, 

The President and his party will make 
this trip to Lake Victoria Nyanza by rail, 
Stopping off at various points along the 
foute to make hunting excursions into 
the interior, away from the railway. The 
country traversed by the railway is of the 
wildest sort, and all kinds of big game 
ean be found. The real activities of the 
expedition will not begin, however, until 
the party reaches the plateau of Uganda 
after crossing Lake Victoria Nyanza, 
where abounds game to be found nowhere 
else in the world. It is not known exactly 
how long the President will remain in 
this region. 

When the homeward trip begins the 
party will strike out along the headwaters 
of the White Nile, following the stream 
down to Khartoum and thence to Cairo. 

Thé President’s party is to consist of 
his son Kermit, who is to be the official 
photographer of the expedition, and two 
naturalists from the National Museum. 
No other persons will be taken from this 
eountry. When he reaches Africa he will 
employ, natives and guides. A caravan 
will be organized for the trip from the 
railway terminus in Uganda to the Nile. 
The naturalists will prepare such speci- 
mens as it is thought the National Mu- 
seum will want, and these will be shipped 
immediately to the United States. 
Whether Mrs. Roosevelt will meet the 


President at Khartoum will not be def- 
initely decided until the trip is begun, or 
perhaps not until time for the President's 
party to reach Khartoum. 

During the entire trip the President 
will be on English territory, and the Eng- 
lish officials along the route will do 
everything in their power to assist the 
party. The President has had correspond- 
ence with some of these officials, who 
have given hin valuable information and 
advice. 
route the President will take in crossing 
the Atlantic. 

Bishop Hartsell said the President ex- 

ressed the greatest interest in the work 

ing done by the American missionaries 
in Africa. He promised to visit as many 
of the mission stations as possible, and 
to use his influence in the interest of the 
work. 

The Bishop was asked whether he had 
invited the President to do some mis- 
sionary work while he was on his hunt- 
ing expedition. He replied that he would 
like to see the President doing such work, 
but he had n not made the proposal to him.

STUCK TO HIS POST 
IN FACE OF COLLISION 


Motorman MackKellar’s Heroism 
Saves Passengers, but He's 
Badly Injured Himself. 


CAR RAN WILD DOWN HILL 


Pinned In Wreckage, Physician Had to 
Give Him Morphine While Res- 


cuers Cut Him Out. 
Seeeneeeneeee 


There was a big crowd of passengers on 
Motorman John J. Lewis's trolley car 
when it reached the terminus at Ninety- 
ninth Street and Fourth Avenue, Fort 
Hamilton, at 8:30 o'clock last night. Not 
more than half the number had reached 
the sidewalk, many women and children 
still being in the car, when from the m4 
of the steep hill which runs down nd 
blocks to the terminus from Ninety-first 
Street another car came rushing down, 
{its motorman, Owen MackKellar, clanging 
his bell and shouting at the top of his 
voice that his brakes wouldn’t work. 

There was a hurried scramble from the 
first car when the Passengers saw the 
other bearing down upon them, and just 
as the last one got out of the danger zone 
the runaway car crashed into the other. 

MacKellar, thinking apparently only of 
the safety of the women and children 
ahead of him, had shouted to his con- 
ductor to jump, for there were no pas- 
sengers in his car, but stuck to the front 
platform himself, ringing his bell right 
up to the moment of impact. The cars 
came together with a violent crash. The 
vestibule of MacKellar’s car, one of the 
old type, was wrecked, and MacKellar 
was pinned against the door of his ear, 
unable to move, but still conscious. 

The passengers who had been saved by 
MacKellar rallied quickly to help Mac- 
Kellar, but he was so tightly wedged in 


by broken timbers that they could not 
extricate him. Finally, a call for help 
was sent to Engine 142, at Ninety-second 
Street and Fifth Avenue, and Foreman 
Ruddy and several men ran to the scene 
with axes, and were at work cutting 
MacKellar out when Dr. Masterson ar- 
rived from the Norwegian Hospital. 
MacKellar was faint from pain but still 
conscious, and the surgeon gave him an 
injection of morphine, sending him into 
unconsciousness, It was fully half an 
hour before MacKellar was freed, and

Former Feudist Visits “ ‘Cap ” Hatfield, 
His Father.

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 24.—** Devil 
Anse”’ Hatfield is once again in the 
mountains of West Virginia, after an ab- 
sence of years. Nineteen years ago James 
Hatfield, Jr., better known as ‘* Devil 
Anse,” was recognized throughout the 
mountains of West Virginia and Kentucky 
as one of the quickest and surest shots 
in the Hatfield faction, when he left 
West Virginia for the plains of Minne- 
sota. 

* Devil Ansé”"’ is highly respected in 
the community in which he lives. Few in 
that section know of his past life or of 
the exploits of himself and his kinsmen 
in their family warfare.

Opposed Lavish Relief for Unemployed 
—Sold Labor for 2,000 Pieces of 
Gold, Says Victor Grayson.

LONDON, Oct. 24.~In announcing in 
the House of Commons the Government 
measures for the relief of the unem- 
ployed during the coming “Winter, 
Premier Asquith described them as a 
“temporary anodyne,” Other less kind- 
ly critics rang all changes of dissatis- 
faction from “hand to mouth * to “ en- 
tirely inadequate.” 

On excellent authority I am able to 
gay that Mr. Asquith and John Burns 
differed in respect both to the gravity 
of the present aspect of the problem 
of unemployed and the methods of 
alleviation. The Premier had first to 


be convinced of the seriousness of the 
situation by Mr. Burns, and when con- 
vinced of that he had to be dissuaded 
from hasty legislative action to which 
other members of the Cabinet urged 
him. 

There were influences strongly in fa- 
vor of Socialistic legislation. The the- 
éry of the right to work was upheld as 
@ tenef of the new Liberal faith. Mr. 
Burns it was who opposed actior along 
that line—that is to say, the member 
for Battersea, who at the outset of his 
political career had herangued crowds 
in Trafalgar Square and represented 
views that were then considered ex- 
treme, now appeared as a moderating 
force in the Cabinet which has passed 
ohe measure and is inclined to take up 
others which are rank Socialism in all 
but the name. Truly the evolution of 
Mr. Burns is one of the most remark- 
able in contemporary politics. 

The reception the Premier's proposals 
met with, after some days’ considera- 
tion, was on the whole one of approval. 
The Labor Party members find fault 
with them as an inadequate and tem- 
porary expedient, but, as Mr. Asquith 
bimself indicated, the hope is that the 
@ecessity also will be temporary. Con- 
servative men for their part thank their 
stars and John Burns that no sound 
@conomic doctrine has been violated. 
Conservative men also thank their stars 
@hat the power, which Mr. Asquith in- 
timated would be left to the President 
of the Board of Works, to spend even 
more than the £300,000 which the Gov- 
émment grants to the unemployed and 
Which would be increased if desirable, 
Hes in the hands of a practical man 
like Mr. Burns tnstead of those of a 
politician of dangerous sentimental 
theortes. 

Nevertheless the talk has been that 
Mr. Burns’s resignation was at one mo- 
ment hanging in the balance, and, it 
is said, that only the personal interven- 
tion of King Edward prevented the dif- 
ferences between the Premier and the 
President of the Local Government 
Board from coming to a head. 

Prior to his visit to the King last 
week end Mr. Burns was insistent on 
measures which Mr. Asquith saw no 
possibility of taking up. Now tho 
member from Battersea will have some 
difficulty in explaining to some of his 
electors what seems on the surface to 
be a change of attitude. Of course 
they are calling him such names 
as “flunkey” and “snob,” and that 
inimitable Socialist leader, Victor Gray- 
son, has been ranting about the servile 
acceptance of the behests of royalty by 
“the former labor leader representa- 
tive, who has sold himself for 2,000 
pieces of gold "—referring to the salary 
which Mr. Burns draws as Minister, 
which hes always been a sore point 
with the Labor M. P.’s, who receive 
what they regard as a comparatively 
mean pittance from the party funds, 

However much or little ground there 
may be for belief in King Edward's 
personal intervention in the Cabinet 
crisis does not appear, though it Is 
quite possible that he went ever the 
matter very thoroughly with Mr. Burns 
during the week-end visit which won 
for the President of the Board of 
Works Mr. Grayson’s fine scorn. Mr. 
Asquith’s references to his yntiring 
work in trying to provide for the emer- 
gency caused by the present unemploy- 
ment was in the manner of an apology 
that the Government could not go as 
far as labor would like to have it. Mr. 
‘Asquith further held out the promise to 
Mr Burns thet next year’s legislative 
programme would deal with the general 
problem of the unemployed, although 
the Premier seemed to hope that there 
would be less need of legislation as the 
problem became less acute; for he 
@poke of the faint but welcome signs 
jen the horizon which encouraged the 
bélief that the existing distress, while 
widespread, might be short lived. 

Calculations have been made to show 
that the number of unemployed is likely 
to amount to some 645,000. Mr. As- 
guith's emergency measures will pro- 
vide work for about 45,000, or one in 
fifteen. The other fourteen he purposes 
to leave to the charity of the munici- 
palities and to private effort. Some- 
thing much more resembling an at- 
tempt to solve the problem of poverty 
had been expected from the Govern- 
ment. 

“For the first time fn history,” says 
ne of Mr. Asquith’s admirers, “ states- 
men of the front rank have recognized 
the gravity of the unemployed prob- 
i aos AG, age 3 Ae & wEORM qnee- 
tion.”

It is pointed out that vast 
sums are spent chaotically on all sorts 
of popularized distress, but it is doubt- 
ful if real value is obtained for them. 

The poor-relief expenditure has grown 
to the annual amount of £14,000,000. 
The old-age pension expenditure which 
is being incurred will raise it in the 
near future £10,000,000 more. Munici- 
pal expenditure on the unemployed will 
this year reach considerably over & 
million, and probably £5,000,00 is ex- 
pended in private charity annually. 
Altogether there is a total of about 
£30,000,000, which, properly applied, 
ought to preclude the possibility of 
hungry man, woman, or child being 
found in the country.

Of course the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is largely to blame, 
The officials there seem tg think that 
a road is open and trav- 
ersable, no matter how it is built, it 
is all right, and that’s the end of it. 
They don’t appreciate that the farmer 
can haul his freight over a clean-cut

|GAZETTE MUST PAY POSTAGE. 


British Post Office to Enforce Charge 
Against Government Organ. 


Special Correspondence THE NEW YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Oct. 17.—The London Gazette 
of Tuesday night contained the announce- 
ment: ‘‘ This journal has just been regis- 
tered at the General Post Office for trans- 
mission by inland post as a newspaper.” 

It is understood that this Rip Van 
Winkle proceeding is due to a desire on 
the part of the Government to raise 
funds. 

A bulky newspaper, if unregistered, 
would, of course, cost more than one 
halfpenny to post, and the London Ga- 
zette sometimes runs into hundreds of 
pages, so it might be thought that the 
Gazette would have been registered 
a newspaper when registration first was 
instituted, in order to save money on 
postage. : 

But the Gazette has hitherto been re- 
garded only as a Government publication, 
to be sent “‘O. H. M. S.,”’ and in this way 
it has escaped postal charges altogether. 

Once upon a time the distribution of 
the Gazette was undertaken solely by its 
publishers, Messrs. Harrison of St. Mar- 
tin’s Lane and Government offices, but in 
recent years other firms have taken to 
buying the Gazette from the publishers 
and supplying it through the post to cus- 
tomers. 

The Post Office seems to have seen its 
way to reaping a few halfpennies by 
charging such firms for postage, and an 
inquirer was told yesterday that this is 
the reason why the Gazette has been 
registered. In future the Gazette will be 
charged postage, ‘‘ unless dispatched in 
proper course from a metropolitan Gov- 
ernment office, or from the publishing of- 
fice of The Gazette. 

The Gazette, which thus becomes 
youngest newspaper, is also the 
for it was first published on Nov. 7, 
in the reign of Charles II. The 
containing the announcement that it is a 
newspaper is numbered 28,185. A journal, 
out of which it grew, was published “ by 
authority’ in Cromwell’s time, but the 
title Gazette dates from 1665. It was first 
published at Oxford, the Court was 
in residence there during the Plague, but 
when the Plague abated it was brought 
to London, and. has ever since been pub- 
lished twice a week, with supplementary 
issues now and then if required. These 
have been published at all times of the 
day -and night. 

For more than 130 years the Gazette 
has been published by Messrs. Harrison, 
in St. Martin's Lane, but it is the prop- 
erty of the Government, and yields a 
profit of about £20,000 a year. 

The Gazette is the only news journal 
to which Cabinet Ministers are frequent 
contributors, and to which the monarch 
now and then sends paragraphs author- 
ized with his own initials. Important 
state announcements are sent to the Ga- 
zette by the Secretaries of State con- 
cerned, and are not published until they 
have seen the proofs. The Gazette is 
probably the only pape@r which returns 
the original ‘‘ copy to {ts authors along 
with the proof. This is done in the cases 
of. the sovereign and of Cabinet Min- 
isters.

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JAPANESE TOLD HOW 
TO TREAT FOREIGNERS 


Governor Sufu Issues Curious 
Orders to Citizens Regarding 
Politeness to All Visitors. 


MUST NOT ASK THEIR AGES 


Mustn’t Make Jokes About Their Man- 


ners or Dress, Nor Throw 


Stones at Their Dogs.

YOKOHAMA, Oct. 17.—Baron Sufu, 
Governor of Kanagawa Prefecture, in 
which Yokohama is situated, has for some 
unaccountable reason seen fit to issue the 
following curious orders to all citizens, 
practically demanding for foreigners spe- 
cial treatment. 

There is no country where foreigners 
receive more courteous treatment than in 
Japan. Muth may be said of their com- 
mercial dishonesty, but no one can speak 
of their manners and treatment of foreign- 
ers except in the highest praise. In this 
respect they are always polite, modest, 
and discreet. 

These orders are a study in compara- 
tive mentality, due to the wide gulf which 
separates Japanese mentality from our 
own. 

The Governor’s instructions are as fol- 
lows: : 

Nobody should hang round foreigners on 
the streets or when the latter are shopping. 

Merchants should not overcharge when 
foreigners make purchases. 

In case foreigners are robbed of or lose 
anything at railway stations or landing 
places or at shops, railway officials or mer- 
chants should take trouble at once to report 
the matter to the authorities. 

Foreigners’ dogs when taken out on streets 
should not be molested by stone throwing 
or by challenging to fight with other dogs. 

Foreigners should be very kindly and 
courteously treated, and when they come 
to the Government offices the suitable sit- 
ting accommodations should be allowed 
them, 


Attention should be paid to the foreign 
usage in vogue like that foreigners do not 
uncover in offices and foreign ladies do not 
uncover even in case of ceremonies and 
foreign couples walk together hand in hand. 
(Uncover means head covering.) 

Foreigners being attentive to the preven- 
tion of cruelty to animals, care should be 
taken not to cruelly treat animals. (The 
Japanese are not cruel. One never hears of 
cruelty to women or children. The cruelty 
practiced on animals is more of a ‘* judo’’ 
trick, tying the forelegs up, pulling the 
tongue out, and twisting it. Nothing like 
the cruelty which foreigners witness in the 
Latin countries exists.) 

No insulting remarks or jokes should be 
made against ‘foreigners’ costume, manners, 
or conversation. No indecent speech should 
be uttered against foreigners. 

Such words as ketojin, akahige, ijin, &c., 
should not be uttered in the streets, pub- 
lic gardens, or any other place. (Ketojin 
and akahige are contemptuous terms for 
foreigners. The latter literally translated 
means ‘ red-headed.’’ Ijin is merely the 
word for ‘* different person.’’) 

Foreigners’ residences should not be en- 
tered without first obtaining permission 
irom the momban or other employes. 

When foreign ladies are present in a 
train, tram car, or in waiting rooms care 
should be taken not to place luggage, &c., 
in a confused heap so as to make it im- 
possible for foreigners to sit-down. (All 
tram cars and railroad coaches are built 
on the American plan. It is quite usual for 
Japanese on railroads to crouch in their 
natural and most comfortable position than 
to sit in the European fashion. They carry 
an enormous amount of: personal luggage, 
wich they scatter over the seats.) 

Nobody should gaze unnecessarily at for 
eigners’ faces. 

When entering Foreign Offices care should 
be taken not to wear muddy shoes. 

It should be remembered that foreign mis- 
sionaries, like Japanese priests, are re- 
spected by their countrymen 

Care should be taken not to allow chil- 
dren to throw stones or place any impedi- 
menta or in any other way obstruct the 
way where foreigners are riding bicycles, 
or in any other way tuking outdoor exer- 
cise 

No libellous or insulting words should be 
uttered against foreign teachings Show 
stalls or amusement halls should not be 
allowed to display placards with above in- 
sulting intent. 

It should not be forgotten that foreigners 
most dislike the Japanese habit of spitting 
irrespective of places. Fruit peal, "tobacco 
— &c., should not be thrown in trains, 
ec 

Foreigners should 
the finger. 

No tobacco should be smoked at places 
where it is morally forbidden, or in the 
presence of foreign ladies. (Japanese smoke 
everywhere, in shops, in all theatres. in 
the'r homes, both men and women.) ‘

tice, (They are an ambitious lot and will 
brave anything to practice English.) 

When speaking with foreigners only 
necessary matters should be talked about 
and time should be saved. (It takes a long 
while to get to the point with the Japanese, 
and. it is often annoying when one tells his 
guide to answer ** Yes ’’ and hears him jab- 
bering away in a foreign tongue for some 
fifteen or twenty minutes.) 

Visiting should be made at 
venient to foreigners. 

When accosting foreigners such vulgar 
words as ‘‘ of '’ should not be used. (‘* Oi”’ 
is merely a word for attracting attention, 
such as ‘‘Say"’ or “ Hello,”’. and is not 
considered polite.) 

Foreigners’ ages should not be asked, ex- 
cept in case of absolute necessity. 

When cleaning*the teeth or nostrils in the 
presence of foreigners handkerchiefs should 
be used. 

Streets should not be watered too much. 
This should be confined to what is sufficient 
to lay the dust, 

When meeting foreign, funerals respect 
should be paid, and derisive remarks or 
insulting words should be avoided. 

The idea should be eradicated from the 
mind that foreigners always give money 
to beggars for the mere asking. (There is 
less begging in Japan than in any country. 
Filial plety and the clan system provide for 
the old and needy.) 

Fixed prices should be marked on staple 
products at all places. 

Placards should be posted at those places 
where foreigners frequent, showing distance, 
&c., in European languages, to noted places 
in the neighborhood. . 

When foreigners accost Japanese the lat- 
ter should not avoid speaking on account 
of ignorance of foreign language. In such 
cases attempts should be made in Japanese 
to let the foreigners know what they desire. 

Collars, cuffs, handkerchiefs, shoes, &c., 
should be kept clean. 

When walking with foreigners foot steps 
should be taken in unfformity. 

When foreigners look at their 
it should be remembered that they 
other pressing business to attend to.

@ question whether many of them read

One essential difference between the 
litical and the speculative situation is 
hat %n the latter leaders do not change 
Wery quickly. Take, for instance, the 
fast year or two, and one finds the same 
stocks dominating the market and looked 
to by all traders for inspiration. Some 
of them are active and some of them not 
figeressively so. There are Union and 
Southern Pacific, Reading, the Steel 
stocks, particularly Steel common, Amal- 
gamated Copper, Smelters, New York 
Central from time to time, Pennsylvania 
occasionally, and a few other stocks, the 
fdentity of which can be readily recalled. 
Wow and-then some other stock becomes 
@ leader in the market for a day or two, 
but if it persists in that position it causes 
uneasiness instead of stimulating hope- 
fulness.

FEWER IDLE CARS NOW. 


Even a Shortage Reported at Some 
Points—Total Idie Now 101,837. 


The improvement in general businegs re- 
flected in recent months in the decrease in 
the number of idle freight cars continued 
to make itself felt during the two weeks 
from Sept. 30 to Oct. 14, covered by the 
fortnightly report of the Committee on 
Car Efficiency of the American Railway 
Association, made public yesterday. Be- 
tween these two dates there was a further 
decrease of 23,841 in the number of idle 
cars, reducing the total to 101,837, com- 
pared with 125,678 on Sept. 30 and a maxi- 
mum of 413,338 on April 29. The largest 
decrease in any one class of idle equip- 
ment during the period covered by this re- 
port was in coal cars, of which over 15,- 
000.more were in use on Oct. 14 than on 
Sept. 30. The box car class shows the 
next largest decrease, with about 5,000 
more in use at the middle of October than 
were in use at the close of the previous 
month, 

At some places in this country and 
Canada shortages were reported to a 
total of 13,199 cars, but.these shortages 
have been deducted from the gross sur- 
plusage of cars, the net total being the 
surplusage of 101,837 cars. 
duction in the number of idle coal cars 
reflects apparently greater activity in the 


coal markets as a result of the approach 
of the Winter months. 


END OF GREENE GOLD-SILVER. 


Receiver Named for What Is Left of 
Col. Greene’s Mine Company. 


The troubles of the Greene Gold-Silver 
Company, which was obliged to close its 
New York office some time ago for lack 
of funds, were brought to an acute stage 
yesterday by the appointment of Frank 
Fritsch as receiver of th@ assets and 
property in this State. The appointment 
was made by Justice Bischoff on the ap- 
plication” of Richard A. Arnold, a judg- 
ment creditor for $5,133. An execution of 
the Arnold judgment was returned un- 
satisfied on Oct. 8. 

The company closed its luxuriously fur- 
nished offices in the Blair Building last 
Spring, and was unable finally to keep up 
even its extremely modest office taken 
later in 25 Broad Street. The court esti- 
mates its assets in this city at $500. 

Col. William C., Greene, who is now 
convalescing from a nervous attack in his 
Mexican home, made the most encour- 


aging reports to stockholders about the 
property up to a year ago, but since his 
disappearance from New York shortly 
after demands were made by minority 
stockholders in 1907 for an investigation 
of conditions in the property the shares 
have been selling down on the Curb to a 
few cents per share, 


SEEK TO LIST SHARES. 


American Locomotive Company and 
Crex Carpet Co. Make Application. 


Wall Street was interested yesterday in 
the application made to the Stock Ex- 
change by the American Locomotive Com- 
pany to transfer from the unlisted to the 
listed department the company’s $25,000,- 
000 common and $25,000,000 preferred 
stocks. At the same time application was 
made by the Crex Carpet Company, which 
succeeds the American Grass Twine Com- 
pany, to put on the regular list its $3,000,-
